Admiral D. D. Porter, who once wenl

into America, said in. a 


recent interview: "In their campaigns

as good as beef. You can hardly tell one 
meat from the other. Camel's milk is 
very good, as 1 can testify, because 1 
used it in my coffee. 
A camel generally 


drinks once in three days, and besides 
his four stomachs he carries a sort, of 
reservoir in which he stores water. I 
have been told that even ten days after 
the death of a camel tliis'reservoircan be 
opened and ten or fifteen pints of clear, 
drinkable water taken from it. 


"On one occasion six camels carried 


U,648 pounds of oats and made the jour- 
ney in much quicker time than two wag- 
ons, each drawn by six mules, and to- 
gether carrying about the same weight 
of load. On a very heavy road a caravan 
of our camels carried from San Antonio 
nearly two tons of oats, making about 
twenty. miles a day. The roads were 
sucb that wagons could not have been 
used at all. 1 believe this is an experi- 
ment worth trying again. The camel 
would not only make a valuable adjunct 
to our army in the northwest and west, 
but 1 believe the day is coming in which 
he will be domesticated as a beast of 
burden all through the southern and 
middle regions of this country."

Judge Parker has been Judge of Ike 


Western District of Arkansas for the past 
fifteen years and has made a fine reputa- 
tion for honesty, mtfgrity and superior 
ability in the many matters of importance 
Hint have, come before him on tbe bench. 
At the beginning of the war be was captuiu 
of a company in General Thayer's regi- 
ment of First Nebiaska volunteers, bnt 
subsequently returned to St. Joseph and 
was elected Circuit Judge, and then to the 
Forty-second and Forty-third Congresses. 
Ha was appointed Cbitf Justice of Utah 
Territory in 1875, but before accepting 
that position was appointed United States 
District Judge.
